REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF BLUFF PARK. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

The Trustees of Bluff’ Park would make this their annual report. 
It is well known to the conference that an embarrassing indebtedness 
has rested upon Bluff Park for a long time It has been increasing until 
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now it has reached the sura of about $11,000.00. The trustees have en- 
deavored to liquidate this debt by the sale of a portion of the property. 
In this they have failed and in the opinion of the undersig’ned the fail- 
ure has been providential for many reasons. 

There has been no systematic effort made by means of an ag“ent or 
general manager to place the lots of the park upim the market and thus 
realize a sufficiency not only to pay every dollar of the indebtedness, but 
also build a hotel and make other improvements from the proceeds of 
the sale. It is estimated that the Trustees have about 300 lots already 
platted besides thirty-one acres not yet platted. These put upon the 
market and sold would meet all the present and future demands of the 
park. The corporators in addition to these lots own a convenient hotel 
property, a dormitory, ice house, artesian well with other wells and 
cisterns, so far furnishing an abundant supply of water. Furthermore 
there are other buildings and improvements made, both valuable and 
convenient. 

During the past season there has been a slight transfer of lots 
among owners. The finest cottage on the ground has also been erected 
the past season, by Dr. Martin, of Chicago. 

It was resolved by the Board of Trustees at their first meeting in the 
year that the program at the Park should be managed so as to be no 
expense to the trustees. The entire management was placed in the 
j hands of Rev. AVm. E. Patterson who carried out most admirably the 

j wishes of the trustees in this respect, and also furnished a good pro- 

'i gram and a very satisfactory season, leaving a small balance in the 

\ treasury after paying all expenses. This shows what is possible to be 

done in this direction, provided there was a general manager who would 
devote all his time to this work. 



In order to place the property of the association in the form of lots 
on the market, to raise funds from this source: to meet the present and 
future wants of the park; to superintend all program: to advertise 
the park and in other ways care for the interests of this most promising 
institution, the Board of Trustees has resolved to appoint a Superin- 
tendent of the park to do this and other needed work. They are also 
devising ways and means of meeting the most pressing of the claims 
against the park in the next few months, and also paying off the en- 
tire indebtedness in the near future. 

The trustees believe that many and great advantages would come 
from the appointment of a Superintendent which the limits of this re- 
port do not admit of even mentioning. 

We believe that God has placed in the hands of the Iowa Conference 
a property of rare beauty, which can be utilized as an assembly ground 
for the advancement of religion, of science and of human progress and 
besides will furnish to the families of our people a place of rest from the 
cares of life aud the torrid heat of the cities and the summer suns. This 
most beautiful and most desirable property can be used to further on all 
that we as a church hold dear for the betterment of human society. 

The trustees feel the need of your prayers, brethren, and your gen- 
erous aid. kindly sj’mpathies. and with these granted it is believed that 
they will have sure victory, "and that right early."

EDUCATION. 



Your Committee on Education would respectfully report that we are 
gratified to know, that the present Board of Education is doing so great 
a work, that the last General Conference enlarged and more clearly de- 
fined its scope of work and placed it in vital relation with the educa- 
tional interests and institutions of the church. Its special work of aid- 
ing young men and women to a more advanced education is one of great 
value to the church, and we rejoice in the large success attending this 
featui'e of the boai’d's work. It aided the last year over twelve hun- 
dred students, the great majority of whom were preparing for the minis- 
try or missionary work 

We are pleased to learn that its receipts are rapidly increasing and 
that it is expending all the Children's Day collections in aid of students, 
and that all of its expenses are met by the income fi’om endowment 
funds. It is gratifying also to learn that the board aided, the pa.st year, 
tvv'elve students belonging in the bounds of this conference, to the 
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amount of $683.32. This sum is slig’htly larg'er than the total collection 
of the conference last year for the board. 

We recommend the following' resolutions: 

Resolved, That we cong'ratulate the board on its excellent work 
and pledg'e to it and its Corresponding- Secretary, Dr. C. H. Payne, our 
hearty co-operation and confidence. 

Resolved. That we will endeavor to carrj’ out the disciplinary re- 
<piirement embodied in the following- action of the last General Confer- 
ence, which is now the law of the church: 

“It .shall be the duty of ev^ery pastor to cause every Sunday School 
under his charg-e to observe the second Sunday in June, or such other 
Sunday as may be more convenient, as “Children’s Day,' and upon said 
day, as part of the service, he shall take a collection to be devoted to the 
‘Sunday School Children’s Fund,’ The pastor in charg-e shall forward 
the collection aforesaid directly to the Secretary of the Board of Educa- 
tion. and report the same to his Annual Conference under the head of 
‘Children’s Fund:* and all educational money, except the Children’s 
Fund, shall be 1 ‘eported to the Annual Conference under the head of 
•Other Educational Objects,’ *' 

Resolihd, That no pastor in our conference should deny to our 
children and people the pleasures and profit arising- from the proper ob- 
servance of Children’s Da\‘. 

Resolved. That we g-ratefully record our appreciation of the valu- 
able services rendered to the Iowa Weslevan University by the Rev. Dr. 
Stafford, its President, and by the Rev. F. W. Adams. Professor, to- 
g-ether with those of their associates in the faculty. 

R‘'solved. That we rejoice in the prog-ress that has been made 
toward completing- the new Chapel and Science Hall building-, and 
while thankful for all gifts received, we urge that the work of raising 
money for the completion of the building free from debt, be immediately 
pressed and that as pastors we will welcome Dr. Stafford to our charges 
and do all in our power to help him in this work. 

Your committee would also recommend the importance of taking 
steps towards securing funds for the construction of a Ladies' Dormit-'ry 
in connection with the university. 

We also recommend that the conference raise the sum of S2.5()() by 
collections in the churches, for the university’s current expenses.

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BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF I. W. U. 

To THE Iowa Annual Confekence : 

I hereby submit the thirty-eighth annual report of our conference 
school. 

According to the published minutes there was a net enrollment of 
39G, being a gain of eighteen over the preceding year. 

There was a graduating class of fifteen, nine of \vhom were young 
men and six young women. 

By the treasurer's report the income was $9,001.01), against S9,998.8i 
the previous year Since commencement some tuition has been col- 
lected which will shrink this difference a little, and there is yet a con- 
siderable sum due on back tuition. 

The running expenses of the school were, $10,283.19. This includes 
teachers' salaries, advertising, insurance, taxes janitor's service, etc. 

This leaves a deficit of about $1,200; for the year, less the amount of 
unpaid tuition. 

During the year the sale of a half section of land belonging to the 
university in Kossuth county was effected. Price, $12 per acre, the 
amount of which was applied to reduce the indebtedness of the building 



fund to ihe endowment fund. 

The faculty for the coming year and salaries allowed stands as 
follows:

The chair of mathematics was left to be provided for by the Execu- 
tive Committee, and $i,500 of the above amount is to be charged to the 
building fund. 

The facilities for instruction in Music, Painting and Gennan remain 
the same as before. 

The military department is under the management of Lieutenant 
McAlexander of the Regular Army. 

The new Chapel and Science Hall is rapidly approaching completion, 
and will be ready for use at the opening of the ensuing year. 

To say that it is a thing of beauty is to use language that cannot 
be fully appreciated until the building is seen. There is probably no 
handsomer college building in the state. 

Senator Harlan was appointed Special Supervisory Committee, by 
the Building Committee, and has watched the walls go up and the roof 
go over them, with great care, and has given patient and untiring atten- 
tion to all the internal details. 

To him is due the chief credit for the immediate prosecution of this 
most important work. 

Brother Staft'ord, the President, has divided his time between teach- 
ing and money laising throughout the past year, and has procured a 
goodly sum, the exact amount of which I am unable to give. 

There will yet have to be found at least $10,100 before the building 
is finished and all liabilities canceled. 

The board has provided and contemplates that the President shall 
be wholly released from teaching, that he may devote his whole time 
and energy to securing funds to this end. 
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The year marks another step in the onward march of the I W. 
and contains much that gives promise of a still brighter future.

MEMOIRS. 

REV. SAMCEL IIESTAVOOD. 

Rev. Samuel Ilestwood was born in Delaware county, Ohio, Augnst Ifi, 
TIS22. and died at Knoxville. Iowa. June M2. 18Hi. He was converted and 
joined the Presbyterian Church at the age of eighteen: married Rebecca 
Jones. December 10, IS-.'/: joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in Aug- 
ust. >848: in a few weeks was licensed to exhort, and received license to 
preach in I8r)0. He came to the Iowa C\>nference in 18.T.S. and served 
faithfully at the following places: iSb)ntezuma circuit, two years: 

Sigourney, one year: Agency City, one year: Rloomfield, two years: Ed- 
d 3 'ville. two j ears: Newton, one year. He then enlisted in the 40th Iowa 
regiment and received a commission as its chaplain, serving one year, 
when he returned lo Newton on account of ill health. One more j’ear 
was spent at Newton: two at Fairfield: two at Knoxville, and two on 
the New ton circuit. His health was so impaired that he retired to a farm 
where three veal's were spent, lieing' somewhat restored, he again took 
work, serving at Victor circuit two \*ears: then there was an interval of 
•one year, six months of which were spent on the w'ork at Sweetland t en- 
ter; two j'ears on the Otlet’ circuit: two t^ears at Lovilia circuit: after- 
wards preaching at different points near Knoxville, which place he had 
-cl'.osen as his home. 

He held the superannuated relation to the Iow a Conference at the time 
oi his death, though not in the fullest sense, as he continued to preach, 
supplying charges, gathering up societies and planning for the forward- 
ing of the work at’ different points up to within a few' months of his 
<kath. The funeral was held on June mM. at the Methodist Episcopal 
•i'l.urch at Knoxville, conducted by his pastor, Rev. J. W. Hackley. The 
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pall bearers to the church were the brother ministers who came to pay 
their last respects to the dead. They were: Revs. I P. Teter and Ira (>. 
Kemble, of Oskaloosa: Rev D. C. Smith, of Albia: Rev W. G. Wilson, of 
Ottumwa; Rev. II C. Millice. of Lovilia. and Rev. .1. C. Kendrick, of 
Siw’ourney. Tlie G. A R. Post was present and escorted the body to the 
grave, where they paid the la»t tribute by firing a salute which .seemed 
to intensify the feeling of loss and loneliness. The sermon was preached 
by Rev. J. W. McDonald. I). D.. presiding elder of the Ottumwa district. 
Col. II. J. Rudd, in behalf of the G A. R.. paid a short but beautiful 
tribute to the deceased, and the pastor made a short address. 

Samuel Hestwood was a strong character, a natural theologian, a vig- 
orous thinker, a good preacher and a faithful pastor. He was helpful ta 
his pastor when unable to take work, and to none outside of his home* 
will he be more missed. Truly a prince and father in Israel has fallen^ 
The wife of nearly fifty years, two sons and four daughters survive hiin.

REV. PROF. G. W. F. WILLEY. 

Prof. G. W. F. Willey was born at Brunswick, Germany, in 18'IL 
When he was twelve years of age his father died, leaving him to the- 
guardianship of an uncle who educated him in the Fniversity of Hidel- 
berg and Leipsic. He graduated in 1844 and for three years was tutor 
and private secretary in a count's family at Trieste. Italy. In 1847 he 
set sail for America and for 38 years after led an active educational life 
in this country. He engaged in teaching at a number of places in Ken- 
tucky and Ohio, being connected with the Ohio Wesleyan University for 
several years. 

During the war he acted as Quarter Master General at W’ashington 
City, Wilmington, Delaware and Goldsboro. S C. After the war he en- 
gaged in the drug business at I'eoria. Illinois, for three years, moving" 
from there to Mt. IMeasant, Iowa, in ' 8(59. For 1 0 years afterwards he was 
connected with the Iowa Wesleyan University, and German College, at 
Mt. Pleasant, as teacher in some one of the departments. From Mt. 
Pleasant he removed to Malvern. Iowa in 1883, where he led an active 
life until June 9, 189rh when he was suddenW stricken down with paral- 
ysis, lingering until the afternoon of June 21. when he passed peacefully 
away. In 18^9 he married at Worthington. Ohio. Miss Hannah l'^. Starr, 
whom he survived seven years. tVhen quite a young man he professed 
religion, and united with Methodist Episcopal Church, in which he 
remained until his death, leading an active, earnest, consistent Christian 
life. His special calling he recognized as that of a teacher, in which he 
always excelled. Being thorough himself, he inspired the same charac- 
ter of thoroughness in his pupils. While he has been called from labor 
to retvard, there are many who will remember his faithful, earnest work 
for and in the name of the Master and through these, he. though dead, 
will continue to ^peak. The funeral services were held in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Mt. Pleasant. Iowa, conducted by the President of 
the University, assisted by Dr. Corkhill, Rev. J. E. Corley, and Dr.. 
Spaulding. S. 

MRS. L. E. WORTHINGTON. 

The friends of Mrs. L. E. Worthington were greatly shocked and sur- 
prised at the word which came to her son Will Worthington, Saturday,, 
of her death in that city at the home of her son Frank, at ^Aurora, Illinois. 
The funeral was held from Asbury, Sunday afternoon at half past two- 
o’clock, and the church was filled with old neigh l>ors and friends to mourn 
a good woman gone. Her casket was covered with fiowers, the gifts of* 
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friends here and in Aurora, who in this way showed their regard for the 
^sterling attributes of her character. In March last, after over thirty 
j'ears residence here, Mrs. Worthington sold her home and removed with 
her son to Aurora, and thus her last days were spent away from the large 
circle of her friends here. As a faithful, earnest member of Asbury 
ehurch she has been greatly missed, and as a member of the Women’s 
Foreign Missionary Society she was an active worker and reliance 
eould always be placed on the faithful performance of her duty. She is 
mourned not only by a large circle of friends, but by her husband's sons. 
Dr. David Worthington, of Fairfield, and Will of this place and her own 
■son Frank of Aurora. To her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Frank, she was a 
delightful companion, and by her is most sincerely mourned. 

Lucretia E. Corbin was born Aug. 10, 1 83.5, at'Frederickstown, Ohio. 
■i8he died September 10. 1891, at Aurora, Illinois, from progressive paral- 
ysis which dated from October, 1 800. Her parents died when she was 
. quite young, which left her largely to her own resources. Her education 
was obtained at Worthington Seminary, Worthington, Ohio. In 18.5.5 
she came to Mt. Pleasant, making her home with Bishop Hamline, by 
whom she was married in 1803 to Rev. David Worthington, and to her 
a married life of only three years was granted. During the husband's 
life she lived in Fairfield and this place, but after his death in 1860. 
remained here until last March. Two sons were born, Charles and Frank, 
Charles dying in youth. Mrs. Worthington was converted and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church when fourteen years of age and became 
a Sunday School teacher at sixteen and for many years thereafter con- 
tinued in the Sunday School work. A life fragrant with good deeds of 
Christian beneficience has closed and left a blessed memory to her fam- 
ily and friends. 

SIMMONS. 

Mrs. Martha Arganbright Simmons, wife of J. T. Simmmons, of the 
Iowa Conference, died near Ottumwa, Iowa, ^lay 4, 1892. She was born 
in Vinton county, Ohio, March 1. 1832, and was married to her now be- 
reaved husband in i 8.50, and came with him to Iowa in 1855. In 1856 he 
joined the Iowa conference. The Methodist itinerancy at that time was 
by no means a sinecure in Iowa, and he was not the man to draw back 
from the hardest fields, and his faithful wife at no time complained or 
hesitated to keep step by his side in the work assigned him by the Church. 
She was reticent regarding her religious life, but though there was lit- 
tle show the current of her religious life ran deep and involved her whole 
being. Christ had become to her a real, living presence, so that her 
whole thought was for others, and her whole life was given to others.- 
Her woi*k was pre-eminently to serve, even in the most, humble and 
unostentatious way. So shrinking, indeed, was she from publicity 
that her real Christian worth could only be know by those who 
knew her intimately. l"pon the heart and memory of her husband 
and children, two daughters and four sons, this, her chief char- 
tie teristic is written with a pen of steel. She had not been well for fif- 
teen years, but the last year, especially, was one of continued, and at 
times, extreme suffering. Amidst it all her faith in God was constant. 

* Let me die alone and go to Jesus,” she said to her husband, and in the 
e.xtremest agonies of death, broke out in triumphant song. 

JANE COLLIER. 

Jane Collier, wife of Richard Collier, and daughter of William and Let- 
itia Miner, was born at Oldsbury, in the county of Salop, England, on 
December 10, 1840, and died at Granville, Mahaska county, Iowa, on 
December 31, 1891. 
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She was converted to God at the ag"e of thirteen, w'hen she united with 
the Primitive Methodist Church, and thoug’h circumstances compelled a 
change of church relation from the Primitive Methodist to the Methodist 
Episcopal, she held on her way until called from labor on earth to reward 
in heaven. Her piety was simple and sincere, not very demonstrative, 
but often, 

“The speech l<*88 awe that dare not move 
And all the silent heaven of love.” 

She was never physically strong, she was a great sufferer from inter- 
nal affliction, the effects of a fall and the ravages of La Grippe which in- 
vaded her earthly tabernacle three times; yet she continued cheerful 
and patient as one who glorifieth God in affliction. She was naturally 
retiring and reticent, yet she made a large circle of friends whose friend- 
ship was not as the shadow upon the dial, there while the sun shines and 
gone when the clouds appear; it was pei’manent and abiding; a threefold 
cord not easily broken. She was kind and sympathetic, where trouble 
and affliction made their appearance, there was her mission. Many 
times her words have been as oil poured forth upon the troubled waters 
and as balm to the wounded spirit. She died with unshaken confidence 
ill Christ, ivith the spirit itself bearing witness with her spirit that she 
was a child of God. The last word we heard her utter, was the name 
above every name, the name Jesus, her Saviour. 

On the*Jd day of January her death was improved by Rev. A. S. Love- 
all in the presence of the bereaved husband and three children and other 
friends, then her remains were laid away in the cemetery at Peoria, 
Iowa, where they await the morning of that day ivhen the righteous 
shall shine as the sun in the glory of their father.

THE STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 



As a people we are confronted with grave political and social ques- 
tions. Perilous times have come. While we reject the doctrine of 
organic union of church and state, yet we believe that there should be a 
close relation between them, not by the assumption of power, but 
through co-operation and influence and the sway of the Christian spirit 
and principles. 

We believe that the church should lead the way in social reforms, 
and that we must be concerned for the bodies as well as the souls of 
men, therefore. 

Resolved, That we deplore the unrest and strained relations of 
capital and labor growing out of the greed of wealth on the one hand 
and the dread of poverty on the other. We believe that all have the 
right to honest labor of hand or brain, and that the truest charity is not 
to build alms houses for the poor, but to assist them to opportunities to 
build houses of their own. We hold that Christian capitalists and em- 
ployers should reach a level of grace in which they may be content to 
have less that their poor brothers ma}’ have more. 

We hold that gospel principles should be applied in settlement 
of the conflict to abate the greed of corporations and the turbulence of 
toilers, fully assured that to bring the rich and poor into the Kingdom 
of God and under the Golden Rule \vould banish all injustice of the one 
and dissatisfaction of the other. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the extreme severity of the re- 
strictive laws against the Chinese as unjustly discriminating between 
foreigners and as contrary to the free spirit of our Republic, and as cal- 
culated to prevent the success of our labors, and to imperil the lives and 
property of our missions in China. 

Resolved, That we deprecate the ambition of the Church of Rome 
to control the state and her intolerant and persecuting spirit toward 
other churches and especially her enmity to our public schools and her 
eagerness to obtain grants from public treasuries for her charitable and 
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educational work, and that we will resist her ag-g-ressions with every just 
measure in our power. 

Resolved, That in this Columbian year we feel profoundly g'rateful 
to God for the religious and temporal progress of America and our na- 
tion, and that we will emulate the purpose of the great discoverer, to 
make this land a trophy for our Lord, and that we gratefully recognize 
the tribute to the Christian religion by our national government in 
making its grant to the Columbian Exposition conditional upon closing 
the gates on the Lord’s Day. 

Resolved. That as the perpetuation of our Republic and the solution 
of the grave social and political problems which confront us so largely 
depend on Christian Education, we will do all we can to foster our 
American University and all of our institutions of learning of lesser 
grade.

plan for the sustentation of superannuates, or any other good and ade- 
quate plan.

Your committee to whom was referred the ^lemorial of the Musca- 
tine District Conference with regard to the adoption of a plan, by which 
our worthy veterans, their widows and minor orphans may be properly 
cared for would make the following report; 

The committee met in the Second United Presbyterian Church and 
after duly considering the matter referred to them, and feeling the im- 
perative need that something more be done, would recommend, the 
adoption of the plan known as the New York East Conference Plan, and 
that which is earnestly urged iipon the church by Rev, Jay Henson 
Hamilton as the most successful plan yet devised, as follows: 



SUSTENTATION OF SUPERANNUATES. 
From the New York East Conference. 



I. COLLECTION. 



Each congregation shall observe a Sunday to be known as Veterans’ 
Day, upon which the pastor shall present this cause to the menabers of 
the church, and emphasize their obligations to the Conference Claimants. 
A collection shall be taken in the public congregation for the support of 
Conference Claimants separate from every other interest. 

n. DI8TKIBUT10N 

All monies received for annual distribution in aid of the support of 
Conference Claimants shall be divided into tw'o sums: the first consist- 
ing of seventy-five per cent, of the whole, shall be called the Annuity 
Fund; the second consisting of twenty-five per cent, of the whole, shall 
be called the Necessitous Fund All superannuated ministers, the 
widow’s, and children under fifteen years of age, of deceased ministers 
shall be Conference Claimants, unless the claim be voluntarily relin- 



quished. 

The Annuity Fund shall be divided among the Claimants upon the 
following basis: Each minister shall receive annually ten dollars for 

each year of his effective service: each w’idow shall receive one-half her 
husband's claim; each child shall receive one-fifth its father's claim. 
These claims shall be paid pro rata from the monies in hand. 

The Necessitous Fund shall be divided among the Claimants, 
whether superannuates, widows or children, whose annuities are in- 
sufficient for their needs, in such proportion as the Committee on Con- 



ference Claimants may deem equitable. 

The gross allow ance to each Claimant from the above funds shall be 
reported to and approved by the Annual Conference. 

AVhekeas, The carrying out of this plan will require an increased 
income for the support of Conference claimants, therefore, 

Reaolved, That each member of the conference, except those who are 
superannuated, will be expected to contribute at least five dollars.an- 
nually to the above funds.

Your Committee on Tobacco respecfully report that the use of to- 
bacco is a needless self-indulgence, expensive, requiring much waste of 
the Lord's money to satisfy its demands, contrary to the scripture 
teaching on self-denial for the good of others, and inexcusable in a 
Methodist minister. 

It is therefore the sense of this conference that all successful candi- 
dates for admission to this body are expected to continue in the faith 
and practice of the total abstinence from the use of tobacco, and that 
being once admitted on a pledge of abstinence therefrom and afterward 
resuming its use, is a gross violation of the conditions of membership 
in the conference and subjects the offender to disciplinary proceedings. 

While we who are older in the ministry and who may have con- 
tracted the habit in what is sometimes called the old dispensation and who 
are yet weak in the faith should remember that our weakness is made per- 
fect in the Master’s strength, and apply to Him for immediate salvation 
from. the power of this habit, and that our continued neglect to do so is 
a damaging fact in the life of a preacher of holiness.
